REGRET FOR OUTRAGTS. 


Mexico City, Nov. 12.—In an in- 


terview last night concerning the 
reeent disturbances 
in this 
city, 


Minister of Foreign Relations En- 
rique C. Creel said that the Mexican 
government had communicated 
to 


Washington the profound regret felt 
for the acts of violence committed 
and had given assurances that those 
responsible would be dealt with by 
judicial authorities and in conform- 
ity with law. 


He did not believe, he said, that 


there existed any danger of a rup- 
ture of the friendly relations exist- 
ing between the two countries, be- 
cause both governments were desir- 
ous of seeing justice done. 
"Xever," he'said, "have the rela- 


tions between the countries been so 
cordial or so solidly cemented as at 
the present time." and 
that 
"in 


yiew of the conduct of the two gov- 
ernments, truth and justice will open 
a way to produce calm and the con- 
viction that affairs of this nature 
should be settled by diplomacy and 
the departments of justice and not 
by acts of violence.'"
